STUDENTS. 



The total n\imi)cr of students who attend rcfrularlv is 
tvveiuy-eiiilit. Of these, ten had been admitted previJu-ly 
to \^-2:i: eiiih.t were admitted in I82:i; an(i ten are can- 
didates for admission. The ab(;ve, witli the exeeption of 
one DiKch youth, are ali Chiiiese. Of the eiglit wiio were 
admitted in [&23, oniy four receive support from tlie 
funds. 

From ten to twelve Dutcli and Tamul young men attend 
in the evening, for the purpose of acquiring the English 
lanf^uajie. 

S;nee the last Report was laid before the public, the pro- 
gress of the students has been, upon the whole, ratljer of an 
encouraging nature. 

Those in the first cla?s have acquired some knowledge 
of the first principles of English grammar, arirlimetic, and 
geography. They have committed to memory a small 
epitome of English grammar, drawn up inChinese''and Eng- 
lish by Dr. Morrison, for the use of the College. They have 
aUo committed to mcnjory part of Joice's Scientific, Dia- 
logues, in Chinese and English, and several detached pieces 
on history, geography, and astronomy. 

Since July 182^, the following Chinese Tracts have 
been translated into English by the first class, viz. a Cate- 
chism, containing the leading doctrines of Divine Revela- 
tioi ; Ten Dialogues on the nature of the Christian Religion ; 
an Essay on the pi;incipal Religions existing in the known 
world ; a Tract on Elolatry ; a History of the first ages of 
the world, from the creation, to the time of Abraham ; and 
Twelve Sermons. Of the four first of the above, they have 
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mitten ihe translations, which has given them some idea

have made in the knowledge of principles and of t^ing,. ^ 
. Swme may thmk, that the time and attention of tlfe stn- 
denti have been too mudi engrowied by .tudieii connected 
With Dmne re»daHon. But it ought to be coniidered; that 
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the Old Testament history, is the only well authenticated 
record, yet known, of the origin of man and things, and 
of the first ages of our world. Hence an intimate acquaint- 
ance with that history, at once leads the heathen mind to 
ihc fountain head of truth, and tends to correct its false 
notions of the first princi])ies of philosophy. Nor is the 
fact that the inarch of sound philosophy, has never been 
so steady, nor so rapid amon^" a people ignorant of divine 
revelation, as it has where this light of heaven has shed its 
cheering rays, of small wciglit in this question. The 
founders of the Institution, set out on the broad principle, 
that truth of every kind is valuable, although all kinds of 
truth are not equally so, and that the cordial reception of 
one branch of truth, naturally prepares the mind for the 
ultimate reception of the whole. Hence their plan em- 
braces almost every branch of useful knowledge. But from 
unavoidable circumstances ; some time must elapse, before 
their plan can be carried fully into execution. 

If a generous public, enable the Managers of the Singa- 
pore Institution, to effect their wishes, the plan of education, 
it is hoped, will be considerably enlarged, and the facilities 
for acquirinof general knowledge greatly increased. 

We are still at a lose for suitable elementary books, in 
the Chinese language. In the course of a few years we 
hope this evil will be in a great measure remedied. 

Dr. Morrison, we believe, is now employed in complet- 
ing a Chinese translation of Joyce's Scientific Dialogues. 
A Chinese young man who had formerly been a student in 
the College, after having been some time at Singapore, re- 
turned to College with the view of increasing his knowledge 
of English, has made a Chinese translation of the Rev. C. H. 
Thomseu's, English and Malayan Vocabulary, with the Eng- 
lish, Chinese, and Malayan, together with the pronuncia- 
tion, both in Mandarmc and Fokeen in opposite columns. 
Another Chinese young man, who had studied some years 
in the Catholic College at Penang, where he acquired 
a considerable knowledge of Latin, has been employed in 
the Anglo-Chinese College, for the last twelve months, in 
making a Chinese translation of Stockii Clavis Linguae 
^ Sanctae. There are also some other small books being pre- 
pared, with a view to assist the students in the acquisition

Your generositv, in fostering 
this infant Institution, has already compelled 'those who are 
participating of its advantages, to admire in you that disin, 
terested benevolence, of which they have practically little 
idea, and.of which, they hesitate not to declare, that a i'vw 
years ago, they did not believe you possessed. 

Increase thf-n their admiraiion, their gratitude, and their 
happiness by pouring Oii their beclouded minds, the ex- 
hihrating rays of your Science, your Literature, and your 
Religion. To be the Eulighteners of one of the most ancient 
and moSit populous Emj)ires under heaven, is an object 
highly worthy of your enlightened philosophy, and generous 
ambition.
